TAXES LOST 


Plea of Incrimination by 
Filing Returns Holds Up 
Income Payments 


WASHINGTON, April 27. (Bxclu- 
sive)—-Arguments before the United 
States Supreme Court today disclosed 
that the government has already lost 
$100,000,000 or more in income tax 
revenue and may lose hundreds of 
millions more as the result of a re- 
cent Circult Court of Appeals ruling 
that bootleggers or others fearing 
self-incrimination in their state- 
ments may not be compelled to file 
income returns. 

Mrs. Mabel Walker Willebrandt, as- 
sistant Attorney-General, appeared 
for the government today in an ap- 


peal from the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals order which set aside the con- 
viction of Manly 8S. Sullivan, an as- 
serted bootiegger in Charleston, 8. C.. 
for failure to file an income tax re- 


port. 
In ite finding the Court of Appeals 
held that while Congress has un- 


one with a texable income to file a 
return, regardiess of the source of 
the income, the law was unenforce- 
able against persons whose return, 
| disclosing criminal activities, could 
be used as evidence in their prose- 
cution. 

Treasury officials, it was asserted, 
estimate that already ‘the govern- 
ment has lost at least $100,000,000 
as a result of the refusal of boot- 
| leggers and others with large in- 
comes from unlawful resources, who 
are relying upon the South Carolina 
decision, to file tax returns. 

In addition, it was argued, there 
are thousands of individuals cor- 
porations whose business may be 
tainted with illegality in violations of 
the antitrust or other laws and who.

voters who have attended to their duty and 
placed in office in other districts men whose 
services will be valuable and unselfish. 
Indifference on the part of the representa- 
tive voters of a single district may muddy 
the complexion of the City Counci!] until 
the next election. On the other band, hon- 
est and patriotic effort in any one district 
may result in the election of the one man 
who can make a majority for better gov- 
ernment. | 

Whether a citizen's chief interest lies in 
his district or in the whole city the one 
way to protect that interest is to work and 
vote for proper representation from his 
district at the City Hall.

ORK BARREL 
Chicago has many‘ big and varied busi- 
ness interests. Its meat-packing corpora- 
tions are the greatest on the globe. Its 
railways are vast and as expansive as the 
continent. Yet its biggest business is polli- 
tics. 

All the people have a financial interest 
In it. More folks are employed and more 
money is handled in the business of run- 
ning Chicago than are controlled by any 
other concern. And Chicago is a type of all 
American cities. 

The business man cuts the cost of his 
firm at every angle, plugs up leaks and 
watches his bills like a hawk. But when 
it comes to his tax dollar he im singularly 
blind and deaf, So says Frank R. Kent in 
Nation's Business. 

The tax dollar is about the only dollar 
for which the ordinary keen business man 
does not get a full return. He has a su- 
perstitious awe for city, county, State and 
Federal taxes. He will pay good money 
out on taxes on Income, real estate, inher- 
itance, automobiles, tangibles and intan- 
gibles without comment or even prayer. 

He is told that city, county, State and 
national governments are run extravagant- 
ly and inefficiently, are nesting places for 
crooks and hangers-on; but, outside of 
growling like a bull terrier to bis neigh- 
bor, he does nothing. 

Four years ago a Baltimore business 
man, William J. Casey, vice-president of 
the Continental Trust Company, found his 
firm unable to make its huge business 
block pay. It was filled with tenants, but 
squirm and twist as it would, the company 
could not realize more than 3 per cent on 
its investment. 

He scrutinized every dollar, poked into 
all the corners where there might be a 
leak, only to return baffled. Finally he 
came to the tax dollar. Possthbly having 
handied money so much, ft did not seem 
any more sacred than any other dollar. 

He found some things that aroused his 
curlosity. Taking a dozen other big cor-

| porations tnto his confidence he suggested

that a commission be formed and their 
regularly paid experts be put on the trail 
of the tax dollar and they also be instruct- 
ed to bring in findings for action. 

These specialists soon found where over- 
lapping departments could be merged or 
even completely wiped out. An audit sy# 
tem that would be not only foolproof but 
also thiefproof was proposed. 

They managed to secure the sympathy 
of the Mayor and results began to come 
quickly. The Baltimore city tax rate 
dropped materially in the last three years. 
And it was all accomplished practically 
without cost to the city. 

The strength of a political machine is 
found to be in exact ratio to the inertia of 
the people. It might be uaoted also that 
the primaries are primary in more senses 
than one. The primaries look innocent 
and feeble enough where but a light vote 
is registered, but bere are the sources of 
political power.
